I shall there­ 
fore- direct my energies to securing 
the fairest possible reduction of tho 
tariff, and to shielding, 
rather 
than 
destroying, 
tho 
Interests 
of 
New 
England and New Hampshire. I shall 
stoutly opposo any unfair 
treatment 
in the matter of schedules which par­ 
ticularly affect us." 


In othor words, Senator Hollls is a 
strong 
tariff 
reformer 
except 
on 
"schedules 
which 
particularly 
affoct 
us"; and there are others. The Dem­ 
ocrats from Louisiana and the west­ 
ern states which produce beet sugar 
are fighting the sugar schedules In 
the Underwood bill. 
The Democrats 
from the lumber states are opposed 
to the cut in lumber. 
Texas members 
are against free rice. And California 
Democrats are strong advocates of a 
high tariff on oranges, lemons and 
raisins. It all depends on what their 
»tate produces or what manufacturing 
industry is'most prominent thero. 


If this Democratic opposition on lo­ 
cal Issues is strong,enough n combin­ 
ation with Republican and Progres­ 
sive protectionists may force import­ 
ant 
concessions. 
AB matters now 
stand, California has been hit pretty 
hard, and our only hope is that our 
interests may secure Bomo better re­ 
cognition by reason of tho opposition 
to the Underwood bill from Democrat­ 
ic strongholds where the business or 
agricultural Interests are seriously in­ 
jured by its proposed reductions.

Uncle Barn's Flag Emporium. 


On every vessel of the United States 
nnry, from the monster battleship to 
(be tiniest tug. Is stowed away /nearly 
n ton of flags, which go to make np 
the number eacb vessel is required to 
rarry for use on different occasions. 
About half of this vast pile of flags 
'-mixlxtit of emblems of foreign nations. 
I'lie making of the flag equipment for 
slii' navy costH more than $00,000 a 
.•i>iir. ^ Each ship carries 
forty-three 
Oiifit'i) (lags, which are thirteen feet 
wide by twenty-five feet long. 


AH (i ship's quota of flags Is renewed 
"vcr.v three years It Is no small under- 
'iikluc to keep tbem replenished, and to 
hi* end Uncle Sam keeps a large flflg- 
usiklnx establishment running a t full 
Mtue t h e year around at the Brooklyn 
;iiivy yard. 
Employed there are. some 
Hundred skilled needlewomen working, 
cutting the different dblored buntings 
into the required widths and sewing 
them together. 
Making the United 
States flag Is not a difficult job, bnt 
tbe making of some of the'foreign em­ 
blems Is quite a different matter, and 
this is what most of tbe work at the 
flag establishment consists of. 


Take, for example, the flag of 8an 
Salvador. 
In tbe background there la 
a belching volcano pouring forth Its 
lorn and white smoke. On the Sides 
of the mountain is the green foliage 
and sbrubery. while directly in the 
foreground is a tranquil sea of sap­ 
phire blue- 
Above tbe volcano is a 
rising sun set in a design of overflow­ 
ing cornucopias and a diamond from 
which the rays are scintillating In ev­ 
ery direction. To the left and right of 
tbe belching mountain are draped in. 
varied designs banners which bear a 
similarity to the stars and stripes. 
Around tbe whole concentration is a 
wreath of cactus branches lovingly 
embracing the volcano, while a t ' t h e 
top the date of the country's independ­ 
ence Is Inscribed. To make a flag, of 
this description costs the,government 
$52.60, and when one of these .flags is 
placed on each ship of the navy every 
three years.it can be readily eeeu;that; 
the insigniflcant UtttefcpabUc 
tosthli! 
south of, as la really costing the iax->i 


The largest flag made by, the United, 
States Is the Ensign No.1. which meas­ 
ures thirty-six feet long and nineteen 
feet wide. The cost of this monster 
Is $40 or thereabouts. 


The president's flag, while' not the 
largest by any means, takes longest to 
make, requiring tbe labor of one per­ 
son for a month to complete i t 
It is 
of simple design, being a blue field 
with tbe coat of arms of the United 
States in the center. 
The life sized 
eagle with 
outstretched wings and 
other cmbloms are all hand embroid­ 
ered and involve the most 
patient 
work. 
Tbe embroidery silk used on 
this flag, which is fourteen by ten feet, 
costs $0 a pound. 


Uncle Sam's flag emporium is in 
charge of bis flagmaster, whose busi­ 
ness, among other things, is to test all 
the bunting bought' by the establish­ 
m e n t 
One day a sample lot of bunt­ 
ing is soaked and washed In soap and 
fresh water, the next day the same 
process is followed with salt water. It 
is then exposed to the weather for ten 
days, thirty bours'of which time must 
be in tbe sunlight 
This Is termed" tbe 
color and fading test 
Another test is 
always made for tbe tensile strength. 
A strip of the warp two inches wide 
Is placed In a machine and must stand 
a pulling strain of sixty-five pounds, 
while two Inches of tbe filling must 
stand a forty-five pound strain. 


All over the floor of the workshop 
are arranged chalk lines and metal 
markers by tbe aid of which the flags 
are cut o u t 
Large stripes and cer­ 
tain designs can be more conveniently 
stitched tbls way. The sewing is done 
by women on machines run by elec­ 
tric motors/ 


It Is an Interesting sight to see tbe 
big machine at work cutting out stars 
for the United States flags. It is the 
only machine of Its kind in this conn- 
try. 
It consists of a plunger 
fitted 
with steel knives the size of the star 
wanted, and with a .single downward 
stroke it lays on a table 100 stars. 
There are eight different sizes of stars 
used for the different flags, and of 
course the machine Is provided with 
the eight different dies for the pur­ 
pose. 
Until recent years these stars 
were cut out by hand, which was a 
long and tedious task, bat now a day's 
work of the machine will supply stars 
for a week's work on 
flags.—Harper's 
Weekly.

It is a good tiling that no municipality has the power to is«uc 
bonds except through nn affirmative vote of the people.

Can Valencia* "Come Back?" 


A few of the old and experienced orange ranchers in the Covina 
valley are experimenting with a "bringing back" of the valencias^} 
These oranges were green when they were frozen last winter; at the 
same time that the navels Were frozn. 


As the season advances, *|he Valencia has turned yellow and has 
grown larger, but the pulp remains dry in most instances. 
Some 
orchardists believe that by a' liberal application of water, fertilizer 
and care, the valencias may be rejuvenated—that the juice will come 
back into them, and that they will be salable. 


As an argument, it is said that at other tiroes, when small areas 
of valencias have been frozen, the fruit did recover before the market­ 
ing time in the summer. 
Against this experience is the fact that the 
freeze last winter was more severe than, ever before in the history of 
the orange industry, and the valencias may have been too hard hit 
to recover. 


fThe experiment is being watched with interest. It has already 
attracted the attention of the men who are studying frost protection 
in connection with the state experiment stations.

Becoming a Trading Center. 


The time is fast coming when Baldwin Park, on the west, of Covina, 
Will be a town not to bo ignored in the affairs of the upper San Gabriel 
valley. For one thing, Covina has never made any successful at­ 
tempt to have a good road built between the lower southwest country 
and Covina, with the result that Covina is losing the trade of the 
walnut district. 
The need of good roads leading into Covina from 
the southwest has been spoken of in these columns mjiny ,time«; The 
roads from_ Covina to what is known as West Qoyina haya .always, 
been*'Wretohed^ftre«tili very poor. 
" 
- 
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Baldwin Park; 1s now connected with theiUalnut 'district' in the 
Bassott and West Covina country by a '-good roads" boulevard, 
making the little villago on the electric car-lino easily reached by the 
ranchers in the lower country. 
Baldwin Park now has a large de­ 
partment store, two groceries, two meat markets, and sundry other 
small stores, a good postal service, and the advantage of being 
bisected by the Pacific Electric railroad. 
The principal "good roads" 
boulevard of the center of the valley goes through it. It has recently 
dedicated a grade school costing $10,000. If you want to get a 
perspective on Baldwin Park, just compare this village with com­ 
munities of a similar size in the eastern* states, and try and remember 
if any of those eastern villages are in the habit of having $16,000 
schnolhouKcs. 


Because of the bad roads that run north and south, it has become 
a habit, for Trwindale people to drive their ears to the Baldwin Park 
corner, over the boulevards, taking the Pacific Electric car at this 
point. 
Many would rather drive a mile or two over the boulevard 
than to plow through two hundred yards of dust or mud. Thus we 
get a concrete example of the bad policy of allowing country roads to 
remain in poor condition. 
While the country growing oranges and 
walnuts bears a heavy taxation, it does not get justice in the matter 
of roads. All development in tho valley is far ahead of road de­ 
velopment. 
The lesson is too apparent to be ignored. 


The Boulevard Maintenance. 


The mark of the sectional,lu\rd-rnhber tires of the big auto-trucks 
can be seen along the entire distance of the boulevards. 
The next 
time you are out on the boulevard that leads through tho center of 
the valley to San Dimas and Pomona, just notice these* marks. You 
can see that they are made by the particular kind of wheels used on 
heavy moving vans and such power vehicles. 


The ordinary tire of the automobile evidently does not wear the 
boulevard in any such amount as the heavy truck, 
The tint iron 
tire of the orange wagon makes practically no wearing impression 
at all. 


The question of maintenance of boulevards in Southern California 
is altogether different from what it would have been fifteen years 
ago. The traffic, of power vehicles iR astonishingly great—a constant 
stream of automobiles all day long, developing' into a veritable 
swiftly-moving procession on Sundays and holidays. It may be that 
the feasible and practical boulevard of the future will be one of solid 
concrete, with a thin oil surface, as is the strip of three miles now 
• being built from the Covina city limits to the foothills of the Sierra 
Madre mountains on the north. 


The Cherokee Hedge. 


This week, the most beautiful sight to be seen us yon ride through 
the country in this locality is the long hedge of Cherokee roses in 
front of the ranch of W. II. Collins, in Charter Oak. 


Here, the owner has planted the pink varieties between the white 
and a wire fence live feet high and !i (piarter of a mile long, is so 
covered with blossoms that not a space can be found anywhere. 


Over the pergola archway at the entrance to the drive, are the 
snow-white wistarias. 
While every home in the valley is now sur­ 
rounded with roses almost without exception, this particular hedge 
is strikingly beautiful, and brings forth exclamations from parties 
traveling the boulevard.

The little baby shoes of russet lea­ 
ther that were slipped upon the feet of 
children when John Wesley 
baptized 
them; a sword that w a s present at th« 
surrender of Burgoyne;a 
newspaper 
with the account of 
Washington's 
death; ancient pottery and chinaware 
from all parts of the world—these 
were some of the hundreds of articles 
that lay on tables, and 
adorned the 
walls in the hall of t h e Monday After­ 
noon Club on Monday at the exhibi­ 
tion of old relics. 
„ 
'• 
T h e affair w a s under the direction 
of Mrs. Charles E. Crawford, assisted 
by Mrs. John O. Housor, Mrs. Prank 
Ohaver and Mrs. Charles Griffiths, all 
native daughters of the state of Cali­ 
fornia, and chosen as a committee be­ 
cause the exhibitions were originally 
intended to be largely 
made 
up of 
things pertaining to the early days In 
this state. 
But so many spoke of hav­ 
ing heirlooms that had been brought 
from the old homes In the east, or 
from a c r o s s ' t h e water, the rule was 
changed to Include all exhibitions. 


Mrs. C. E. Crawford 
presided, and 
gave an interesting account of one of 
the early pilgrimages of a party of 
ninety m e n and women from Indepen­ 
dence, Missouri, to California. 
On the 
program also were musical 
numbers, 
a piano solo by Miss Zella Keyes, who 
played a brilliant operatic number, and 
a vocal solo by Miss Edith Curtis, who 
sang "Dreaming," 
by Harry

Shelley.

over 74 years, ago. A handsome coun» 
J e r p a n e owned by Mrs,.W. A. Jones," 
and a n exquisite 
quilt 
pfeeed and 
quilted by Mrs. O. P. Shoemaker, were 
also on the wall. 


In a glass case there were also a 
number of curious relics, such a s an 
old laco yoke, over a hundred 
years 
old, the property of Mrs. Ida Ames, 
also a curious copy of "Sermons to 
Children," over one hundred years old. 
' 
Silver 
spoons 
belonging to Dorothy 
and Vesta A m e s 
wore 
shown 
with 
other relics once belonging to their 
groat, great aunt, Mrs. Chllds of Bos­ 
ton. A watch owned and still worn by 
Mrs. J. W. Crawford w a s still accurat­ 
ely telling the time, having beon pur­ 
chased in California In 1802, also a 
watch chain purchased in 1857. 


A unique document w a s that of a 
deed in which Danlol 
Rose 
released 
his 
title to 23,040 acres of land in 
Maine, to Joel Wellington. 
The last- 
'named w a s once govornor of Maine,

A Henry Clay cup and plate about 
75 yearB old, w a s exhibited by Mrs.

It is not 
customary to recite tbe whole of tbe 
statute, which is rather a long one, but 
only tbe following proclamation, which 
it contains: "Our sovereign lord tbe 
king chargetb and commandetb all per­ 
sons being assembled immediately to 
disperse themselves and peaceably to 
depart to their habitations or to their 
lawful business upon the pains con­ 
tained in the act made in the first year 
of King George for preventing tumults 
and riotous assemblies.

Now it has never been quite clear 
to any one except those persons fa 
miliar with the details of postofflce 
work, why ordinary postage Btamps 
can not be used on parcel-post .pack­ 
ages. Consequently many people af­ 
fixed ordinary stamps to parcels-post 
packages, which caused trouble in tbe 
postofflce and cost the sender double 
postage.

The calamity howlers 
who have severely condemned the par­ 
cel post and insisted that they want­ 
ed a "real parcel post or none at all" 
should cease their grumbling and give 
the government a little time to gain 
experience. 


The present post has suited a great 
many people, as is shown by the fig­ 
ures submitted to the interstate com­ 
merce commission by the express 
companies. These companies declare 
that they have lost about thirty per 
cent of their small package business, 
which is equal to a loss of six per 
cent of their total revenue. Just give 
Uncle Sam a little time to learn the 
game and the express companies will 
lose a lot more.
